colleges where professions are taught. 
Don't do this; you will, when it ie too 
late,seethe mistake. 
True education 


is tbe training that will make the young 
man and young woman 
thoroughly 


know themselves, and have complete and 
strong possession cf themselves. 


The young man and young woman 


who go to a college or university only to 
be embellished in some special sense 
which comprises training in some one 
particular thine, is a great mistake; it falls 
short ot education; it ie deception. Now, 
briefly, I want to tell you how in my 
opinion an education can be acquired. 
The first thing is religion. "The fear ot 
the Lord is the beginning of wisdom." 
The German colleges teach religion; the 
Catholic colleges teach religion. They 
educate their young people. I would 
have taught next a true and honest 
patriotism, a patriotism which is not 
blind to the faults of our country, and 
we must admit that we have faults as a 
nation. I would have tbe rudimentary 
branches well taught, literature, mathe- 
matics, Bo'enoe, language—but I would 
teach language as an art and not as a 
science—history, to train the judgment. 


What ie our relation to the thing «e 


call education ? Fifty-six per cent of our 
members of congress are not college 
graduates, but only 5 per cent ot our 
people are graduates, so this 5 per cent 
furnishes at least 41 per cent of our pub- 
lic men. Yon may be a good minister, 
or physician, or apothecary, without edu- 
cational training, but the chances are 
agunst it, 


The address as a whole was a very 


strong and practical one, and like good 
seed, much of its magnificent admonition 
fell where it will spring up to bless those 
tor whose benefit it was intended. 


After the address Mies Anna Van Stone, 


accompanied on the piano by Miss Emily 
Hamsher, sang a solo in which ehe did 
lerself great credit.

Kinley, of Ohio, has brought down upon 
himself the denunciation of the Demo- 
cratic party for two utterances contain- 
ed in his recent speech before the Repub- 
lican state convention at Columbus.

minds of business men a deep distrust.

the truth. 


A Significant Dispatch. 


The operators of the quarries at Johet, 


Lemont and Lockport, in this etace, 
some weeks ago on account of a light 
demand for stone decided, either to re- 
duce the wages of the men from 81.75 to 
31.50 a day, or close the quarries. The 
men were given notice of this resolution 
and at once went on a strike. 
There 


were plenty of idle men abont these 
places as the result of the closing down 
of the steel mills and several other in- 
dustries, and soon many of these idle 
men applied for the places of the strikers 
at 81.50 a day. 
Then tbere came on a 


conflict. 
A sheriff's posse fired on the 


strikers killing several and wounding 
many more. The militia were called out 
to restore order and Adjutant General 
OrendorO himself went to the scene of 
conflict. 
Order was duly restored and

decided to go to work to-morrow at 81,50 
per day.

This message carries its own story. A 


year ago when labor was well employed 
Rt the best wages with which skill and 
toil was ever rewarded, and when a day's 
wages purchased more of the necessaries 
and comforts of lite than ever before in 
this or any other country, a gang of 
politicians who wanted the office, went 
about the conntry telling laboring men 
that they were being taxed to the verge 
of 
povarty; 
that 
the 
employes 


were 
grinding 
them 
down 
and 


were 
not 
making 
a 
fair 
divi- 


sion of 
profits. 
They charged that 


the party in power was responsible for 
that state of things and asked the labot- 
ingmen of the conntry to rise in their 
might and hurl that party from power. 
At the Sbme time they promised that if 
the Democratic party were put in power 
business wonld at once bs stimulated to 
n healthy growth; new industries for the 
employment of labor would spring up; 
that wages would be increased, and that 
the cost of the necessaries of life wonld 
be red need and contentment wonld take 
the place of discord, and happiness the 
place of want in the cottage ot the pour. 


The Democratic party came into 


feot begat distrust in financial oinks, 
aad in the field of famines industries 
and trade. 
Credits were withdrawn,

The history 
of the future is written in Orendorft's 
dispatch. It is: "They have decided to 
go to work for les» pay." 


Booth Saved Bobert Lincoln's 


Life. 


The following incident was related to 


a gentleman by Mr. Booth some time 
ago, and was published in the New York 
Evening Pott of Wednesday. 
In the 


summer of 1877 Mr. Booth was standing 
on a railroad platform waiting for a train. 
He noticed a gentleman standing near 
him, apparently with the same objset, 
and saw that he seemed engrossed in 
his own meduation. 
Presently the 


gentleman stepped from the platform 
to 
a 
track 
and 
began 
walking 


upon it, entirely oblivions 
to 
his 


surroundings. Just at this moment an 
engine which had been getting water 
from a tank near at hand began backing 
up the track. Mr. Booth, turning ronnd 
saw it only when it was within a tew feet 
of hie absent-minded companion. On 
the impulse ot the moment, witbont at- 
tempting to rouse the man to a sense cf 
his danger—there WAS not time for this— 
Mr. Booth stepped forward and clutch- 
ing him by the arm, lifted him almost 
bodily upon the platform. So near was 
the engine that it struck the man's heels 
as they left the track. The rescued 
gentleman 
was 
so 
overcome 


when 
he 
realized 
his 
danger 


that he could only bow his thanks acd 
give his hand to his preserver. It hap- 
pened that Mr. Ford, in whose theatre at 
Washington 
President Lincoln 
was 


assassinated by Mr. Booth's brother, 
witnessed the scene described above. 
Stepping forward, he said excitedly: "Mr. 
Booth, do yon know who that man was?" 
"No," was the reply. "It was," said Mr. 
Fold, "Bobert Lincoln—President Lin- 
coln's son." Mr. Booth afterward said 
that this act ot his gave him mora satis- 
faction than could be represented in any 
other way. 


In relating this Mr. Booth mentioned 


the fact that the only vote which he ever 
cast iwaa for Mr. Lincoln when he ran 
for president the second time. 
• Another strange coincidence u that 
the old Ford theatre was wrecked on the 
day of the funeral of Edwin Booth, 
brother ot John Wilkes Booth.

hands are washed clean in the water, to 
which has been added a tablespoonful 
of oatmeal and a teaspoonf ul of glycer- 
ine, and the palm-oil soap freely used, 
rub over the wet hands the lemon Juice; 
apply it especially well about the nails, 
for it hardens the skin and prevents 
the formation of hang nails. H the 
hands are rough and scaly or bleed, be- 
fore beginning this treatment freely 
use (every time the hands are washed) 
a mixture of glycerine and compound 
tincture of benzoin (one ounce of the 
benzoin to four of the glycerine) until 
all soreness and rawness have been re- 
moved. Then the persistent use of the 
oatmeal and lemon will be sufficient to 
keep the hands soft and tidy.—Chicago 
Times.
